(c) a disintegrating agent is 5 to 40 parts by weight provided that total amount of 
components (a), (b) and (c) is 100 parts by weight.

(a) saccharides are 50 to 80 parts by weight; 

(b) the inorganic excipient is 2 to 15 parts by weight; and 

(c) the disintegrating agent is 10 to 35 parts by weight. 



Claim 3 (Original): The composition according to claim 1, wherein: 

(a) saccharides are 65 to 80 parts by weight; 

(b) the inorganic excipient is 3 to 10 parts by weight; and 

(c) the disintegrating agent is 17 to 34 parts by weight. 



Claim 4 (Currently Amended): The composition according to any one of claim*-4-te 
* claiml, wherein mannitol and other saccharide(s) form complex particles and the inorganic 
excipient and the disintegrating agent are dispersed in the complex particles. 
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Claim 5 (Original): The composition according to claim 4, wherein the complex 

particles form a solid dispersion.

Claim 19 (Currently Amended): A rapid disintegrating tablet in oral cavity prepared 
by using the composition according to any on e of claims 1 to 18 claim L which comprises 
0.01 to 100 parts by weight of a pharmacologically active ingredient and/or 0.01 to 1000 
parts by weight of a component which does not deteriorate a disintegrating property based on 
100 parts by weight of the composition. 
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
